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most recent accounts show a considerable distrust of government on 
the part of the mercantile community, and the “ address” agreed on 
by the “‘ British inhabitants, ’ is a very serious and painful document.

In such a struggle as 
is going on, our men have even 
(as last letters show) to complain 
of Conwmissariat arrangements ! 
Bad food has been served out at 
Berhampore to men with such 
doings before them as is now the 
lot of our soldiers in Tudia.

The Bombay news is dubious, 
for there was a whisper of there 
having been another mutiny be- 
sides that of the 27th Infantry. 
But we are left quite uncertain 
about this, as far as we yet know, 
and it is allowable to hope that 
as no infection whatever was a 
great deal to hope, so an infec- 
tion which did not spread widely 
in a fortnight, was not of a very 
deadly character. But it is the 
safest consolation to think that 
reinforcements are now arriving 
in masses, and that following 
upon the splendid achievements 
of our little bands, they will awe 
the whole country.

BRIGADIER-GENERAL HAVELOCK. | 

BriGapter-GENERAL Havenock, who has given England another name 
fo be proud of was born ai Bishop’s Wearmouth in 1795, His father, 
who made a fortune in commerce, sent him to the Charterhouse, where, 
nnong others who afterwards proved famous in arts and arms, he had as 
his contemporary Sir W. Macuaughten, whose unfortunate expedition to 
Cabul fills so important a page of Indian story. His education completed, | 
Mr. Havelock was entered of the Middle Temple ; but the law was 
(luckily) to lore lim, He had an elder brother, William. William | 
Llaveloek was a soldier; and the distinction he gained in the Peninsula and 
at Wateloo, seews to have turned the current of Henry Havelock’s am- | 
bition to more stirring fields of fight than those afforded by the courts, 
Assisted by his brother's interest, he was appointed second-lieutenant in 
the rifle brigade (95th) shortly after the battle of Waterloo, The soldier 
known alterwards as Sir Harry Smith, the victor of Aliwal, was theu captain 
of this regiment. 

ilaving served for eight years at home, Havelock at length exchanged 
into the 18th Light Infantry, and embarked for India in 1823. In the 
following year the first Burmese war broke out, and Havelock was present 
at venereal actions. He was afterwards associated with Cantain Lumscea 
and Dr. Knox on a mission to the Court of Ava. The year 1827 saw hin 
promoted to be Adjutant of the Military Depét formed at Ciinsurah by 
Lord Combermere. This establishment, however, was soon alter broken up, 
and Havelock returned to his regiment. Tt was not till 1838, when he had 
served twenty-three years as a subaltern, that Havelock was promoted to a 
company, An army was how collected for the invasion of Afilanistan, 
and he accompanied it on the staff of Sir Wiloughby Cotton, LHe went 
through the first Affzhan campaign——was present at the storming of 
Gh inzee and the oectpation of Cabul. | 

Afterwards, the Eastern Ghilzies luving risen and blockaded Cabul, 
Havelock was sent to join Sir R. Sale, and was present at the forcing of 
Klioord Cabul pss, at the action of Tezcen, and ail the other engagements 
of that force tll it reaehed Jellalaiad, In conjunction with Major | 
Macgregor and Captain Broadtoot, he nad the direction, under Sale, of the | 
memorable de ence of that place, from which he wrote all the despatches. 
To the final attack on Mahomed Akbyr, in April, 1842, whieh obliged that | 
cliie! to raise the siege, Havelock cotumanded the sight column, and de- 
feated him before the other columns could come up. For this he was pro- 
moted toa Brevet Mojority, and was made Companion of the Bath. He 
was then nominated Persism interpreter to Geveral Pollock (a post whieh 
he bad pretious!y occupied on the staff of General Elphinstone), and was 
present at the action of Mamoo Keil, aud the second engagement at Tezeen. | 
He afterwards proceeded with Sir John M'Caskill’s force into the Kokistan, 
and had an important share in the affair at Ist did. The next year he was | 
promoted to a regimental majority, and nominated Persian interpreter to 
the Commander-in-Chief, Sir IL. ( fterwards Viscount) Cough 

At the close of 1843, Havelock accompanied the army 10 Gwalior, and 
was engaged inthe battle of Maharsjpore. Next year he was promoted 
to the rank of Lieut.-Colonel by brevet. In 1845, he proceeded with the 
army to meet the invasion of the Sikhs, and was actively engaged iv the 
battles of Moodkee, Ferozeshah, and Sobraon, At Moodkee, he had two 
horses shot under him; at Sobraon, a third horse was smitten down 
cannon shot, which passed through his saddle-c oth. On the conclusion ot 
the Sutle) campaign, he was sppointed Deputy-Adjutant General of the 
Queen’s troops at Bombay. The second Sikh war now broke out, and | 
proved fatal 10 his brother. Colonel W. Havelock (of the 14th Dragoons), 
one of the most daring and enterprising officers of the British army, fel! by 
the side of Brigadier-General Curcion at Ramnuggur. Henry Havelock’s 
own reziment, the 53rd, having been ordered into the field, he quitted the 
staff employment at Bombay, in order to join it, and had proceeded as far | 
as Indore, when lis turther progress was countermanded, and he re- | 
tuned to his post. 

‘Twenty five years of Jaborious service now began to tell on his consti- 
tution, aad his iwedical advisers, in 1849, sent him to Kurope for two years 
for the restoration of his health, He returned to Bombay in 1851, and | 
was soon alter made Brevet-Colonel, and appointed, by Lovd Hardinge (hy | 
whose side he had fought im three battles of the Sutlj), hy 2 ae cea 
General, and then Adjutant-Genenal, of the Queen’s troops in India. On the 
despatch of the expedition to Persia, he was appointed to the second divi- 
sion, and commanded the troops at Mohammerah, the glory of which 
action was, however, reserved for the naval force. Peace concluded, he 
returned {0 Bombay, and embarked in the Erin for Caleutta, in which 
veesel he was wrecked, in April last, off the coast of Ceylon, Five days 
alter, he obtained a passage in the Fire Queen, and, on reaching Calcutta 
was immediately sent up to Allakabad as Brigadier-General, to command 
the moveah!e column, with which he has now, in three decisive actions, 
cefeated the areh-villain whose portrait is also to be found ia the present 
nuwber of the “ Iilustrited Times.” Through all his campaigns, Havelock 
has come unseathed. He has been engaged in above a score of actions, 
and has never vet been wounded. 

Brigadier-General Havelock, among other services to his country, has 
contribnted to its literature. He has published a“ Memoir of the ‘Altghian 
Campaign,” a “History of the Ava Campaign,” &e. In 1827 he was 
married to a daughter ot the late Dr, Marshman, of Serampore,

DETAILS OF THE CAWNPORE MASSACRE, 


The following particulars of the outbreak aud massacre at Cawnpore 
related by a person who was present throughout the affair, we cather from 
the “Catentta Enghsiiman.” 

Some eight days before the mutiny broke out General Bir Hush 
Wheeler, seeing the disaffected spirits of the trovns, applied to Nena Sahib 
for a guard tor the protection of the treasury. ‘This request was promptly 
complied with, and the Nena sent two guns and 200 Nujeebs, armed with 
matehlocks, and these were placed over the treasure, A day or two before 
this Sir Hugh Wheeler liad sent elephants to remove that treasure (amount- 
ing to about seven Ines) to the entrenchment, but the sepoys would not 


was apprehensive of the treasure being looted by the budmashes and mu- 
tincers from the other stations, that if there were twice the amount they 
would puard it frou « .

mutineers from other stations, 16 about 12,000 men. 

On the Ql-tor 22nd ult, Sir Laugh Wheeler sank under the wounds 
which he had received. ond the garrison, three or four diy 
being short both of provisions and ammunition, and reduced in. number, 
hoisted a flag of truce, 
Wy the flee. Answer was returned hy the Europesns, to the effeet that 
they hed newher food nor ammunition, and they proposed to give up the 
country to him on his allosing them to depart. To this the Nena ecu. 
seated, and for two days supplied them with food, and in that time pre- 
pared Loats lor their departure. At the end of this time the Nena gave

A gun or two may perhaps be fired 
abonight, Phe sepoys who wave plindercd the city are walking homeward 
with their spoil, ‘Tue mntineers are searching in the eity tor salipetre, 
but Thave not heard of their searching for eopper caps; in fact, none are 
to be had in the city.

THE OUTBREAK AT KOLAPORF. 

Vhe 27th Bombay Native Infantry was raised in 1846, mainly from the 
turbulent native Siate of Sawant Waree. In 1857 it happened to be 
quartered at Kolapore, in ‘he immediate neighbourhood of its original 
birthplace. Tt isthouvht probable that this proximity was partly the cause 
of the event which we are about to narrate. Uefore daylight on the morn- 
ing of Saturday, the Ist of August, about 150 meu of the 27th turned out 
of their lines with loaded firelocks, attacked and plundered the house of 
their commanding officer, Major Rolland, who had escaped with his wife 
to the house of Colonel Maughan, the Resident (for Kolupore is a Maliratta 
State, and has a Rajah), sacked the treasury of about 40,000 rupees 
(£4,000), robbed the shroffs or nitive bankers in the bazaar of all the 
money and jewels in their possession, and then herook themselves to a high. 
walled ene'osure. When day broke, Colonel Maughan tool a p irty of the 
Kolapore Loca! Infantry Corps to attack the mutineers, but failed to make 
any impression upon them, and withdrew; thereupon the mutineers 
moved out of the enclosure and marched to a town called Kagul, 
on the Belgaum road.

ime the tight went on through th age. The rebels fought 
,even er their guns were taken, and it was sone little time 
re uur wen could clear them out; but this was at length effected—the 
tlery passed through, and the whole force halted to bresthe and drink 
water on the other side, 

“But our work was only half done as yei—there was another entrench. 
ment with two heavy guns still to be taken. They were plaeed in a 

sition which swept the road for a mile, just on the other side of the 
Vandoo Nuadie, 2 large difficult stream, spammed by a bridge of three 
arches, Which, it broken down—and we knew it was mined -would most 
seriously have checked our progress. Nothing could save it but pre shay 
the enemy hard, so on we went agein. The heat was as usual frightful, 
hut the men bore up, having the excitement of uattle on them. After pre- 
ceeding another two miles—just as the bead of the column wound out 
fiom amongst the mango groves, at a turn where the road ran straight 
seross the plain—two pulls of white smoke burst from alow ridge in our 
front, followed by the reports o! two heavy guns, aud a couple of 24-pound 
shot, beautifully thrown, erashed right into us, wounding men 
tuliocks, Another and another followed in rapid succession ; 
heavy and most accurate. 

“ur light feld-pieees were no match for the enemy at this cane of 
long bullets, so the order was giveu for the artillery to advance and engage 
whee within practicable range. ‘The guns went steadily down the rout, 
under a continuous fire of round shot. varied, as we drew nearer, by shinp- 
vel, tila fair range was gained—then the guns rapidly unlimbered and 
opened fire, The effect was marvellous. Our heavy opponenis ceased 
firing almost immediately, We could vot uncerstand this at the time, but 
discovered afterwards, when we wont up to the eutreachment, that our 
shrapnel bullets had smashed their sponge-staffs almost at the first fire, 
so that they could no longer load their guns. Their skirmishers were 
meautime giving way before ours, and our guos now turned on their 
covalry, who were massed in the front. "The Enfield riflemen, too, were 
creepiug forward; and soon the whole rebel foreed turned sight about, and 
went off. [t was just as well we cid press forwasd what day ; for vs 
crossed the bridge, we found that they bad teed to biow it up, bul tied 
for want of time the explosion haa only thrown down the parapet walls, 
leaving the arch sound. 

“Tt was universally remarked low much closer and fiereer the wutineers 
fought that day. If they had only been under » competent leader, it 
would have been a much more serious affair, for the inferior details of 
their movements—such as depend upon the meehanieal trai ing of the 
soldiers—were percet; but the master mid was wanting, Henee the 
sepoys always came into action very well, bat as the batile went ou, ot 
bothered, and made # mess of it, Our want of cavalry in these actions 
was most severely felt—a couple of squadrons even would have been of 
wost incalculable nse. 

“The tired troops camped down that day on the spot where our last 
gun was fired, and got wnat rest they could, having taken fiv guns, 
Late that night a rumour spread through camp that a still heavier fiyht 
awaited us on the morrow, and during the next morning’s mareh this ine 
telligence was confirmed. The whole of the mutineer regiments at Cawn- 
pore—about 4,000 jufantry and 500 horse—had come down with the 
Blitoor Rajah, otherwise called the Nena Sahib, to meet us,and had taken 
up a porition at the fork of the Grand Trunk Road, about four miles from 
Cawnpore, where one road branches into cantonments, and the other eon- 
Hiuues straight on to Delhi, Here they had strongly entroached them. 
selves, with heavy guns placed so as to command the road, and sweep it 
with a flanking fire. 

We were then twen'y-two mi les off, which determined our General to 
juarch on fourteen miles that morning, and attack in the atternoon. Ac- 
cordingly, the force bivouacked nnder the trees, cooked food cand ate, and 
a 1.30 pan, were again on the mareh, proceeding to the attaek; tor the 
position Of the enemy's torces and guns being known, it was determined 
'o make a detour, aud attack them in tlank, whieh required time, This 
! believe to have ben one of the most severe marches ever made in India, 
In the full mid-day heat of the worst season in the year did our troops 
start, each man fully armed and accoutred, with his sixty rounds of ball 
aumupition on him. ‘The sun struck down with frightful foree. At every 
step a man reeled out of the ranks, and threw himself famting by the side 
of the road—the cis for water were incessant all along the line. At 
length came the point for the flank movement, and the commn turned off 
isto the fields, It liad not proceeded halt-a-mile before the enemy caught 
sight of us, aud opened a fierce, well-directed fire from then heavy guns, by 
which the 78th aud 64th suffered some los. Through this storm of round 
shot and shrapnel the troops quietly proceeded, till the turning point of 
the flank march was gained, aud then, forming up in line, with artillery in 
the intervals, advanced steadily down upon the enemy's position, The ar- 
illery first moved forward and engaged the heavy guus—whieh were pelt- 
ing into us all this time—and the remainder of the troojs, with the ex 
ception of the skirmishers, who were hotly ensaged on our flanks, lay 
down, 

“Alter a few rounds at diilerent ranges, it was found that the enemy's 
suns in the village were so well sheltered by walls and houses that our 
artitery could not silence them, Trey kept un as hot a fire as ever, and 
their infantry too, irom behind their cover, kent wo a constant fire, Tfere- 
upon the 7Sth were ordered to advance and take the village. The ‘igh. 
landers rose, fired one rolling volley as they advaneed, and then moved 
forward with sloped arms and measured tread, like a wall—the rear rank 
locked up as if on parade—until within a hundred yards or so of the village, 
When the word was given to charge. 'Tleu they all burst torward, like an 
eager pack of hounds racing in to the kill, and in an instant they were over 
the mound and into the village, There was not a shot fired or a shout 
uttered, for the men were very fierce, and the slaughi-r was proportionate, 
i Pve just got three of ’em out of ove house, sir!’ suid a 7Sti: man, with a 
eri, to me as T met him at a turn of the village. 

“The English force were now fairly within the enemy's lines, and thoy 
Went forward, taking gun after gua, and driving everything before them 3 
but, meantime, the enemy's cavalry and a portion of their infantry had 
moved round, and part of our artillery had to turi round and hold them ip

have lives; but unity of purpose prevailed over multitudes, One by one 
their positions were earried, and the final advance of the 64th, when they 
charged and took a heavy gun that had up to that time beea playing on 
le troops with murderous etiect. finally seitled the business. Atter that 
‘Here Was no more regular opposition, and, jusius night set in, the Boglish 
foree formed up and bivonseked on the plain, just beyond the graud parade 
ground of Cawnpore, 

“This was a hard fight. So many fell on the road, that there eould 
Hot be more than 1,000 men of all sorts in action on our side, opposed to 
tt Teast 5,000 of the’ enemy. In the former setions our artillery and skir- 
‘ashers did most of the work, but here the bruut of the batile fell on the 
hutry, "The Siths are repotted to have fonght like devils. The fact of 
‘veir wutineer brethren’s: throats having beea eut by the Benyal sepoys 
had come to their knowledge, and rendered them even wore sav: ge than 
the Enelish soldiery, ii that were possible, against the mutineers. Here, 
Wore thau ever, was our waut of cavairy fel! ; for the ene 1378 horse got 
ol! comparatively s-atheles:, be ides erceping round to our rear an ent. 
ane up our wounded men. They made a dash at a small handiul of our 
skirmishers—about a dozen of the fusileers—who, with their oflicer, 
Seton, had got separated from the rest. Seton called his men round him,

The thought 
of releasing them from their cru] Londace had been a matter of happy 
speculation thronghout the esnp We now learnt from people whe 
evme in that the Nesa Sshiv tia em-ed every soul of them to te mur 
dered in cold blood the day before, when he found the feht going against 
him.

handsomest, and wealthiest station in 
» Was now one desolwie wilderness of rootless guticd houses. 
Je ost Wanton devastation met the PVe a0 CVV ste p—everyv 
was puiled off iis hinges. Some cilivers of the force. visited 
the place wherein ihe feartul trayedy of the day had heen enacted. Te 
was a native house of the bettermost Kind, having coows an ember side, 
round an enelosed immer court-vard, where those uatortunaty ladies and 
oldicrs’ wives, and their children, hid been contined: and it was told to 
me as an actual aid literal tact that the floor of the inner roo was two 
inches deep ti blood all overs it came over mews shoes as they stepped, 
Hreses of women’s haic, and children’s shoes, wad articles of female wear, 
biowd hats and bonnets, books, and such hike thimes, ay scattered all about 
the rooms. There were the marks of bullet. and sword-cuts ou the walls— 
vot high up, as if men had fought, bat low dows, and about the corners 
where the poor evouching creatures had been eut to pieces. ‘The bodies 
of the vietims had been Uirown indiseriminatcly down a well just’ behind 
the house, aud were there tu be seen a maneled weap, with an arm or leg 
protruding here mud there, 1 the Black Hole of Caleatta brought down 
such reiribution Gn its perpetrator, what viugeance can be meted out for 
this ? 

“That same evening, inteligesee eame in that the Nena Sahib had 
destroyed himself in despair (he is still alive and in Oude), that his place, 
Bhitoor, was evueuated, aud that the Cawnpore insurgents had dispersed in 
the wildest fear, A detachiiont wos instantiy sent out to oceupy Bhitoor— 
they returned next dav with sixteen guns from thence. 

“The inhabitants of Casnpore appeared rizit glad to get Lack their old 
masters, having practica'ly learnt the difference between the rule of a 
naive prince and the Enwish Goverament. ‘They brought supplies of all 
kinds with the utmest readiarss, aud assisted in discovering and bringing 
forward sepoys hidden in the city, who were hung as they were caught, 
In the evening the deputy collector of Cawnpore was brought into camp. 
This man, a Mussulinan, and a highly-trusted servant of our Government, 
had been one of the Bhitoor Rajal’s most active supporters throughout ; 
and when our force was marchine up, this astute scoundrel spread the 
report that the whole of the Engish troops ordered out from England to 
the assistance of the Indian Goverument had been stopped in Pgypt by the 
Pacha, and not permitted to pass through that couutry—that in conse- 
quence 8,000 Knglish soldiers only remained to be dealt with in Indie, and 
they might easily be harussed to deah, 

© Tere, for the present, my long letter ends. The force is now engaged 
in crossing the broad Ganges—a miost arduous task at chis time of the year 
preparatory to marching on Lucknow. ‘the Highlanders and some guns 
are over—the rest are coming fast. It is hardiy too much to say that Haves 
lock’s colunin has reconquered tn La eight doys it has marehed 126 
miles, fought four actions, against greatly superior numbers, in the arduous 
and most ying season of the whole year, ud taken 45 guns.

HOP PICKING. 

Tuovcn our Saxon forefathers were great leer drinkers, and this 
old tnglish beverage was quaifed by cven the ancient Britons, who 
eailed it beer as we still do, yet these fine benighted old fellows 
were too busy hacking and hewing each other to pieces to bestow a 
thought on the hops, which even then grew wild about their home- 
stends, ‘They coutented themselves by giving a flavour to their malt 
Viquor with bitter herbs, amongst which the St. Jolm'’s wort and 
betony were eiuefly predominant, though, like our modern brewers, 
they did vet altogetner lose sight ot the eamomile, whose aroma 
largely predominates in some modern bitter beer; aud it may be some 
consolation to the inbibers of this fashionable drink to know, that one of 
our oldest herbalists has said that “ye suane never shoue on a betterer or 
Wholesomer floure,” But our ancestors went groping aud_ grumbling 
about inthe twilight of Time wntil as date as the period of Henry VIL, 
without making any ether use of the hop than that of a lotion, 
or it may be as a garzle occasionally, when some old tellow, probably 
taken with a fit of coughing—for history is sileat on the matter— 
while gurgling at “his own sweet will,” like Wordsworth’s river, 
chanced to swallow a few drops, and the hop from that hour became 
immortal, or he may have dippe. his finger in and caught the twang, as 
fer-lamed Eha’s novice discovered the deliciousness of roasted sucking-pig ; 
for who cau tell? But toquit conjectare—all thet 1s really known of the 
first use of the hop ia brewing is, we find it mentioned amoug the items in 
old household books of the above-named period, though it may have been 
used for the same purpose a little earlier and mention lave been made of at 
amoig the nyrindsof records that were lost for ever hefore tie art of print 
ing was in vogue, But long belore this discovery took place, the young 
hop-shoots were dressed as vegetubies and eaten with meat, while the po- 
tutoe lay buriog in “the womb of Time.” Tea was served up in the same 
way at first, by the ignorant and uninitiated—the leaves eaten with sugar 
and the liquor thrown away. But both hop-drinkers and tea-drinkers are 
wiser now, and we think, in consideration of this great discovery, ought to 
fraternise. Let not the fair patronesses of the pump curl their pretty pout- 
ing lipsin contempt when told that their long-since departed grandmothers 
never sat down to breaktast without li'ting the fowning ale-flagon to the 
their honied lips, thus making metheghn of it, without the aid of those 
little confectioners, the bees,

no hing but the velvet turf, Natuc’s owe carpet, combed up out of the 
fallen leaves—tor such a path wsv be found ia some of our eld picturesque 
hop gardens. Avd here » lover of rural quieince will throw himself down, 
as Chaucer ted to do more than four couturies ago, when he went out to 
wateh the daisy open in the early mening ;—

aud as he whitls way at the eke te has lighted, and watches the smoke 
vuid the golbeoioured canes, trailing stems, nodding teu- 
drils, and in ard ont as tt playing at “hide-and-seek” among the pic- 
turesque eaves, he will faney it is the smoke of a fairy railway train as- 
cending skywards, or a Jittle cloud that had got entangled among the 
network of bines; and as he keeps rubbing the cones in his hands 
and steming his fingers with the gold dast, he will faucy that ail 
the fl wers ever pounded tigether, with pearly dew-drop, in the bottom 
of the morning star, and presented to Flora by Dis, never threw ont 
aricher aroma thin he there inhales, It is as if all the winds first 
ever went ont Mising together tad made that spot their niustering 
ground, and there let loose all the collected odours of their flowery trea- 
sures, to overwhelia the inhaler with a new aud drowsy delight, 

Neither is there any other out-ot-door work ihat seems so mneh like 
playing as hop-piering. Reaping is killing work, svowing is suicide its Lif 
persevered in, but picking hops is play, pleasure, and profit combined ; 
these who bring up aad pluck down the polls seeming to be the only 
parties who do anything at all in the shave of labour. As for the Test, they 
ritor stand (nay we have even seen them le down to it) whichever they 
please, a dozen of them singing together Eke one; and there, all garlanded 
with leaves and hang about with brancaes of gold, they pass the day as 
mervily as Aviel did, 

“Uader the bicssom that hans on the boush.” 
Some bear baskets, others help to fill the hop-pockets, while the younger 
and merrier ones, whee not overlooked, pelt each viher with the cones, as 
that young rascal Love did his onother with roses; aud over all the smell 
from the oast-huwe spreads bke the srowa of the altars of old, when 
gathered flowers formed the ee, tor the whole neighbourhood tastes of 
“Flore aud the country green.” 

Let us, however, describe the picture on the preceding paze. The right- 
hand upper group are busy taking stock of the contents of a bin, an opera- 
tion performed once or twice a-day. ‘The figure in ‘he short smock frock 
is putting down the namber of bushels which tie family holding this par- 
tiewlar bin have picked; their pay will be merely a shilling for every 
tighteen or twenty bushels, The yroup to the Jeft are preparing their 
dinner. Labour makes the homliest food taste sweet, and many an 
alderman would give a guinea for the appetite of that urchin who stands 
suifling over the pot suspended trom threo poles, and at whieh he is having 
a stolen peep, und no doubt calculating how much of its contents he could 
manage io get through if he was ouly left in undisturbed possesion of 
it ior one brief hal hour. 

The principal incident in the lower subject is oue that befel the 
draughtsman of this sketch, It seems to be a rule of the hop-garden to 
compel any stranger that esters it to pay lis “footing. His teet are first 
dusted with a bunch of hops, and then the palm is held out for the ens. 
tomary honorarium, when, should the intruder re‘use so proper a demand, 
he stands a chances of being thrown into a bin, and stifled beneath a flood 
of hops, hy the fair bnt able-bodied piekers—a casualty whieh we are 
happy to say did not befal the bearded tudividual with the indiffereat hat, 

To an artist’s eye, what picturesque groups these pickers ever 
and avou form slong the highway, as they journey to or from the 
hop-gardeus! One might taiey from  thete ecostwne that they ad 
made their purchases in Rag Pair, taking down the articles as they 
came to hand and repairing them atterwards; for they bear on their 
backs relics of every fashion and patiern, from the wnuistakeable cut of 
Stultz, to that of Jul Jones, joblinyg tailor, Mint Sireet, Borough, Kirst 
we have a woman ina man’s coat, then a boy in the trousers o! a six-feet man, 
eut off at the knees, with © ample room end verge enough” behind to stow 
away a bushel of hops. One tradges along in shoes “a world too wide,” 
carrying a kertle in his hand; wile another, eschewing wll such torments, 
trips along barelooted, his head buried im an old bassinet-cracle, and 
chirruping like a bird through the open wicker to the large-eyea 
and wondering baby, which his checriul-looking mother is carrying, and 
Which, suspended from the hop-joles by-anceby, will swiag as softly 
and sleep as soundly as the wealthiest little prine-ss that ever closed he> 
eyes on a feathered cloud of eider down, Bed and chair are borne along, and 
we would wager our darkest-coloured meerschasm that were the bundle 
opened, which that little maiden with ber indr im paper is carrying, asmall 
looking-vlass would be found within it; for although fewofthem care what 
they wear while at work, yet on a Sunday there may be seen in the neigh- 
hourhood of the hop-yardens, many a beau and belle that you would hardly 
know again in their patched-up and well-worn hop-picking attire. 
Oveusionally, in a hop-sarden, one may meet with a bevy of pretty 
maidens, who need no telling how very beautifel they are—fanmeis? 
daughters and their frends, who, donning those wieked-looking mushroon 
shoped bonnets, under which, like Spenser's Una, their sweet faces 
“make sunshine in a shady place,” padule about with their dainty 
flovers in a sea of golden cones; while their lovers assist: them, and think 
all the while that they never before saw them look so handsome, or veheld 
them standing in such eraecful positions, as when on tip-toe they are try- 
ing to pull down the highest hop-bines, while some heart-snazing little 
gauze seart blows in an arch, “from the bare shoulder backward borne.” 

Aud here and there about the hop-gardens green bowery holiows are 
found, where the late antuniu hare-vell loves to linger, and the beautiful 
eye-bright buries itself in the grass; while the last bee searches there to 
see if the fragrant wild thyme is still in bloom. There these young 
lovers will seat themselves, hemmed im everywhere by a forest of hops, 
through the openings of which eyes as bright as their own ace peering,

The portrait which we have engraved is—we are told by those ac- 
qaiiaial with Nena Sahib—a very taithtul one, From the expr 
the features, few would regard him as the author of the butcheries witli 
which his name is associated. 

The patch upon the forehead is the “tilluck,” a piece of white clay, the 
thickness of a wafer, It is usually put there by the hand of a Braunin, 
who almost invariably assists in “ making up” a great Hlindoo, On the 
left breast, or rather on the garment, which is made of snowy white muslin, 
there is ared patch, or “smudge.” This also is the work of the Brahmin 
attendant. Sometimes the dress is bedaubed with yellow, instead of red.

A few words as to the name of “ Nena Sahib,” which, after all, is aof his 
name, but a “ nick-name.” His name ts * SREENATH,” and amongst his 
yetainers and friends he is addressed (in correspondence) as “ Moiarajsh 
Sreenath Bahadoor.” Few Hindoos of Nena Sahib’s rank are ever alluded 
to by the name given to them by the Brahmin at the time of their birth. 
Tn most cases the nick-vame, or pet name, that clings toa high caste Hindoo 
for life, is the favourite word that he distinetly utters in refiney, iy He 


gunana. In the case ot Sreenath, the subject of this ske chi, there coo he 
no doubt that “ Nena” or‘ na” was the favourite word of the efild, 


who in manhood has gained such an wnenvi ile distinction in the eye of 
the world. The word “ Nena” has no particular signification, we i 


formed. But the word © Nare,” in Hindustanee, signifies © grandfather, 
His retainers and servants used to speak of him as “ Neva Sahib,” anu not 
“Nana Sahib.” 

The grievance of the Maharajah Sreenath was simply this :—The 


East India Company guaranteed to the Peishwah, Wis heirs aud suc- 
cessors,a certain pension. The Peishwah died without teirs born of Ais 
bo dy, but previous to lis denih he adopted Sreenath (Nena Sa ub”). 
N ow, according to the Hindeo law, an adopted son is entitled to a 1 the 
rights and privileges of an heir begotten of the body of the deceased ; and, 
therefore, by that lav, “Nena Sahib” was enittled to the pension of the 
Peishwah; but the claim, as berore stated was wot allowed. [iis apity that the 
East India Company have not been cousistent in. their dec isions upon this 
head. In some, indeed in very many cases (where the pensions have been 
insignificant comparatively), the Hindoo Jaw has been recognised, anc Me 
claimof the adopted son granted. In other eases (where the pousion bins! een 
very considerable, or the amount of territory te be “ absorbed ” extremely 
profitable), the Hindoo Jaw has been shelved, and the claimant favoured with 
a letter from the Sccretary to Government, informing him that the “ Go- 
vernor-General In Couneil has dismissed bis petition, but that the ordinary 
channels of redress are open to him.” He sends home an see ul, who haunts 
the India House and the Board of Control. At both places he is “ re‘ rred 
to the local government”—the local government whieh | uly de- 
cided against him! Such has been the cave of Nena Sahib; such has 
heen the case of the Rajah of Coorg; of the Renee of Jhansi, y 
another frightful massacre took place; and such lias been the ca 
numbers of Indians of rank, with whom we have not dealt either wiscly or 
well. Far be it from us to offer even the shadow of an apology fer the 
authors of the atrocities which have plunged nearly hali of the nation into 
mourning; but, at the same time, we cannot forbear expressing our 
opinion, which is now generally felt and acknowle ged, that to the gross 
mismanagement of our Indian Empire, and the manilest injustice of which 
the East India Company has been so frequently guity, may be mainly 
attributed the deplorable stats of affairs which now exists. 

We have received some additional interesting particulars r¢ 
Nena Sabib from another correspondent, who writes to us as lollows :— 

As that arch-fiend and traitor, Nena Sahib, at present occupes so 
large a portion of public attention, and I may add execration, at das I knew 
him well, having partaken of his hospitalities for one month, I have no doubt 
my recollections of him and his affairs may be interesting to the iajority 
of your readers. I therefore subjoin an accowt of my sojourn with him 
in his den, and of the cireumstances that led thereto. 

Cawnpore—a place, alas ! now so disastrously familiurto British ears —was 
visited in the rains of 1853 with a most fearful epidemic; the cholera 
carrying off in the European corps in that station, sometimes as many as 
eighteen individuals (including women and children) daily, and in other 
portions of that large cantonment being fearfully fatal. 1 do not know of 
any officer of that corps having succumbed to it, but I believe the surgeon, 
whose name I forget, died. However, to return to the subject of my notice. 
Being at that time recovering from illness myself, and my wife being also 
sick, I was pondering on some change of air and scene, and having nothing 
else to do, I drove over tosee Bhitoor, about twelve miles (chon koss— 
six koss—a koss being two miles) from Cawnpore. I started in a 
gharrie, a sort of fly, early on the morning of the Istof September, 
1853, and arrived st the Rajah’s house, or rather oue built for a 
former Commissioner. [1 was a large and haacsome building. At the en- 
trance of the domain were a pair of very handsome iron gates, and the 
gateway itself was as imposing as one in the best parks in this country. 
The approach also to this mansion was by a very pretty rather than a grand 
avenue; and on the right hand side of this drive was a very neat par- 
terre, kept in as good order as any of its size at home could be. On 
arriving ut the house, I produced my basket of “prog,” and commenced 
breakfast. This being a place of resort for pic-nie parties from Cewnpore, I 
of course at once sent off a note tothe Rajali, telling hina of my arrival, and 
as a point of courtesy asking his sanction to my passing the day there. 
I had vearcely finished my breakfast when I heard the noise of horses on 
the fine gravel parade in front, and was scmewhat astonished to see, 
not the humble envoy I had seat in the shape of my sirdar-bearer, 
but two cr three individuals, accompanied by a retinue of native 
sowars, with drawn swords, prancing steeds, und other showy indi- 
cations of Orieu'al military display. These individuals proved to be his 
Highness the Maharajah’s—or as he, for obvious reasons, prefers to 
be called, the Peishwah’s—moonshie, Prang Doss-Tewarrie ; the treasurer, 
Baba Butt ; and another old Mahratta distinguished personage, whose ap- 
pearance 1 well remember, but whose name I quite forget. I was then 
formed by the moonshie, Prang Doss-Tewarrie, that his Highness was 
delighted to receive me with cordislity and welcome, and that he had 
sent them formally to request my presence at his palace (‘he Castle which 
is spoken of as having been burnt down by Havelock’s glorious band of 
heroic spirits) im the evening, when the sun hed rendered it cool and 
pleasant for Europeans, and indeed natives, to Owr hana—i.e., “lo ent 
the air.”

called English operas. ‘The “Crown Diamond is work selected 
for the openi night, and on the following evening, Tuesday, the 
“Huguenots” way produced. ‘fhe performances, although litherw dee 
cidedly foreign as regards the operas themselves, are thoroughly English 
with respect to the execution, In the * Crown Diauonds,” instance, 
the principal parts are taken by Miss Prue aod Mr. Harrison, and in the 
“ Huguenots,” although Madwue Caradori (now almost naturalised) was 
the Valentine, all the other ports were sustained by Kaglish vocalists.

PALATIAL Rath way Tratn.—The train which the company of the Rastern 
Railway has presenteu to the Emperor, to go to and from the camp of Chilons, 
is thus described :—“ It consists of cight carriages, united to each other by means 
o! bridges. The first two are arranged for the officers of the ewte of the Em- 
peror, and form several saloons and cabinets. The next is a carriage destined for 
the kitchen and dimng- room; the latter and its furniture are of seulptured oik 
ornamented with yold, the seats being of embossed leather. ‘The next is ar- 
rauved as a terrace for the purpose of viewing the country; a rich balustrade in 
wrought iron runs round it, and the roofis supported by iron pillars. An immense 
corbeille of flowers qreupies the middle, and is surrounded by a pola also covered 
with embossed leatter. Rich Beauvais tapestries are arranged with taste along 
the pillars. The next, which is tue Linperial saloon, is fitted up with great 
luxury. ‘the ce:lings are of a white ground, with arabesques of flowers admir- 
ably painted; the panels are of a light green; the drapery and farniture of light- 
coloured tapestry work, By the side of this salvon is the boudoir of the Empress, 
tasteluilv decorated in light green. ‘The next carriage is fitted up as two bed- 
rooms; in the first, to the right and ieft, are two beds arranged in alcoves, with 
hangings in violet sik, aud two-dressiug-rooms; the other carriage is another 
bed-room, also with two beds, with hangings in blue damask, and two dressing- 
rooms. There are two carriages, like those for the officers on duty, set apart for 
the ladies of the Empress. Externally and iaternally, the train is decorated with 
the highest art, nd ail the floors are in marqueteric.” 


Dukaprun Acctpent on tHE Great Norritean Ratbway.—The 9.15 ex- 
press train, consisting of five evrriages, from Manchester to London, was pro- 
ceeding on Thursday at a velocity of forty or fifty niles an hour, when, at about 
three miles trom Carlton station, the three last carriages became suddenly 
engiged, and rushed down a declivity of more than thirty feet, the first carriage 
almost burying itseli in the embankwent opposite, According to the accounts 
received |liree passengers were killed.

Tunkisn Poritics AND IntTRIiGuKS.—A correspondent of the “Times” at 
Constantinopl:, gives us this pretty picture of political life in Turkey>— 
“Another clange has just taken place iu the Sultan’s Ministry, and astonished 
every one licre much more than tue fall of Redschid. Fetii-Aciumet Pacha, 
Grand Master cf the Artillery, and brother-in-law to the Sultan, has been 
supersediil, FethieAchmet was not merely Grand Master of the Artillery. 
but he lias played an important part in all the political intrigues of 
Constantinople for the last thirty years. Sensual aud depraved in tha 
extreme, he has habitually pandered to the worst passions of the Sultar, 
aud encouraged him in the most degrading vices. Night after night the 
Imperial caiqne would be secn quiet y whdiny down the waters of the Bosphorua 
to land the Sultan at the little hiosk of Tophané, where Iethi-Achmet was 
waiting toreceive him. ilere the tvo uced to specd their evevings, and what 
orgies Lave taken place in that little kiosk I will not and eannot say. When the 
Sultan was elated with wine, and became expansive and confiding, lic had nothing 
tore:uce to bis favourite. Fethi-Achmet would then, in a moment when it 
suited his own selfish purposes, tliwart the intentions of all the Ministers com- 
bined. He has made and unmade more Ministers than all the other Pachas pat 
together. He belougs to no party and lias no friends, though his dependents are 
numerous. He did not require friends; he wasa nartyin himself. He governed 
the Sultan; he was therefore dreaded and flatvered by every successive Ministry. 
For more than ten years he has been Direcior of the Artillery; he would not rise 
toany higher office. He might have been Graud Vizter, but healways refused. A 
shircw«l man, he felt that in a conspicuors place he would lose the advantage of 
his secret !ul powerful influence.” Again, we read—* The people will not long 
consent to see the wealth aud resources of their country squandered by mn- 
provident and incapable Ministers, The extravagant expenditure of the Sultan 
and tis women, and the endless palaces he is every day building, are becoming 
coumion themes of discnssion in all the ecafenehs. Only two days ago, in the 
sacred suburb of Kyoub, the City cf the tombs, the abode of the most fanatic 
Muesulmais, tie last place in Stamboul where one would expect to hear seditious 
language, a white-turbined Vurk, in the middle of a large group, asked me 
whether it was true that the Kings of Eugland had not built themseives a new 
palace for upwards of two hundred years. * Why,’ said he, ‘our Padishahs build 
themselves one every year. How can a country be rich when its wealth 1s so 
heedlessly squandered? You are wise and do not jet your kings do as they like.’ 
With all the religions prestige which surrounds the Imperial person, such opinions 
need not gain much ground among the people to become serious,”

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fine old structures of the days of the good Haroun-al-Raschid still existing, 
one being the tomb of the wife of the world-renowned Caliph—the famous 
Zobeide of the “ Thousand and One Nights.” The celebrated Co.lege of 
Bagdad is now the Custom-house. The city contains about 100 mosques, 
aud a citadel of no great strength, which, standing on the eastern bank of 
the Tigris, commands the passage of that river, ‘The bazaars are large, and 
abound with merchandise. Bagdad, indeed, was long the great emporium 
of all the surrounding countries, but its commerce lias declined since 
Persia has received goods by way of Trebizond, and direct from India and 
the Persian Gulf. 

The population of Bagdad is exceedingly mixed ; and the very distinc-

population. The Osmanli Turks scarcely ever wear at Bagdad the em- 
broidered jacket, capacious trousers, and close cap so common in the 
neighbourhood of the capital; the e1vil dress prevails—the long loose 
gowns of cotton, muslin, or silk, with wide shapeless cloaks of broadcloth or 
shalloon: while the red cap, with its blue tassel, instead of fitting close to 
the head, hangs loosely backward, and is wound about with white :uslin, 
Christians dress much in the same manner. They 
are not, as in many other towns, restricted from light colours in their 
dress, or from wearing yellow slippers ; but they are expected to abstain al- 
together from green colours and from white turbans. The Jews are generally 
distinguished by having their red caps fitting close to the head, with only a 
yellow handkerchief tied around them. As the religious are not distin- 
guished in the same manuer in other Turkish towns, it is worth while to 
mention this. ‘The Arabs form a very important part of the resident popu- 
lation, besides a large number from the desert as occasional sojourners. 
They are distinguished chiefly by their head dress, which consists of a 
coarse shawl of silk and cotton, with wide stripes of red and yellow; this 


| is folded triangularly, and laid upon the head, around which a thick roller 


of brown worsted 1s then passed. The ends of the shawl cover the neck 
and shoulders ; aud as it is also furnished with a fringe of knotted strings 
which hang down the back, it helps to give a wild appearance to the Arab 
countenance. ‘They are also distinguished by their wide sleeveless cloaks, 
which are wholly black, or white with a wide stripe of blue, brown, or 
red. This cloak (ala) is made of hair and wool, and when confined at 
the waist by a leathern belt, it generally, with a coarse shirt underneath, 
forms the entire dress of an Arab. His turban also distinguishes the 
Koord : it is frequently of silk, with stripes of blue, red, and white; and 
its fringe of knotted strings, though not so long as in the Arab turban, 
which is also differently worn, excellently sets off the bold, grave, and 
strougly-marked countenance of the pure Koord. Then there are, in con- 
siderable numbers, the active and animated subjects of the Persian king, 
in their curly, black, and conical caps, high-heeled slippers, and gowns ot 
green or blue, which are distinguished from those of other Eastern people 
by their tightness in the body and the sleeves. Such are the figures which 
on horseback or on foot appear in the streets of Bagdad, or sit smoking by 
the way-side, 

Tue only women in Bagdad who exhibit any part of the face in the 
streets are the Arab females. Their dress consists in general of an exceed- 
ingly wide chemise of red or blue cotton, to which in winter is added one 
of the same cloaks that are worn by the men. They seldom wear shoes, 
and never stockings; but about the head they wear a mass of black cotton 
or silk stuff, which is rather gracefuily disposed. It is brought round so

REMARKABLE MURDER AT STOCKPORT. 


A RYMARKABLE miurder hos been commiited at Bramal!, near Stockport. The 
news was bri fly given in our second edition of last week; but we have now to 
add some very startling particulars. 

Mr. Henderson, a tarmer and grazier, was sleeping alone on the nigit of 
Tnesday—aione in his room, that 18 to say-—for ten or eleven other persona 
glept on the premises. At ebout two o'clock, the sleepers were roused by the 
report of a gun, and then o; anotlier, Mr. Henderson's eldegt son (James, says 
that, roused by the firs’ report, te immediately jumred out of bed, seized a 
double-barreled gun, aud opened his door, whieh faced the firs! flight of stains. 
He diecribed the moon as hevine gone down, but that he distinctly perceived v 
tall min standing at the foot of the stairs, egainst the wir dow, and that he fired 
athim. ihe man screamed oul, and ran down the second flight of stairs, At 
the same moment, a light whieh had been burning in Mr. Henderson’s room 
was extinguished, and two or three other men rushed past him, down the stairs, 
and made their escape by one of the doors, On hearing this, a s cond sen, 
Thomas, a servant, aud a boy, aecompanicd James Henderson down stairs, alter 
reloading the gun, aud made a scarey through the premises, but without finding 
any thieves; the enly evidence of burglary being the abstraction of £14 10s. from 
a writing-case in the sitting-room. After examining the lower part of the house, 
they returned up stairs, and went into the father’s room, where they found the 
oli man quite dead, wiih his face horribly mutilated by shot wounds, The un- 
fortunate man lad been shot while ase he had not cven raised his head or 
opened his eyes, The murderer had evidently placed the wuzz'e of the weapon 
close to his victim’s face, and so heavy was tie charge that one of the poor man’s 
teeth was carried into his brain. None of the furnittce in the room had been 
disturbed ; everything remained exactly as it had been lett on the previous night. 
No clue to the murderers was to be had; only two significant facts remained— 
that the house-dog was not heard to bark, and that no trace of any burglarious 
entrance could be discovered. A young man named Foote, who had been dis- 
charged by Mr. Henderson on the previous Ssturday, was arrested, but it proved 
that he was not in the neighbourhood of Bramall on the night of the murder. 

It was found, upon an endeaviur being made to rouse the lads, who were 
sleeping in the granary, that a piece of stick had been placed above the wooden 
latch outside the door, by which they were festened in. A large doy, which was 
kept in the yard, made no noise, and the inference arrived at was that some 
one familiar with the animal had done the deed, or that it had been quicted by 
some means. 

On Wednesday evening Jamea Ienderson was arrested. Several circum- 
stances have since transpired which tend very strougly to prove his guilt. Shots 
taken trom the head of the deceased «ere similar to those discharged by James 
into the wall on the staircase. The wadding found in the decenseu’s bed-room 
corresponded exactly with a piece of wadding found on the stairs where the pri- 
Soner says he fired at the supposed burglar, Both wads were tora from a 
number of a serial romance hich was found in the prigoner’s bed-room. The 
£14 10s. which was said to have been in the desk belonged to the prisoner, and 
none of the inmates of the louse ever saw it. 

At the inquest the widow and danghters and second son of the deceased were 
examined, and all declared that they lad heard the noise of several footsteps on 
the stairs when the guns were discharged, and that the second report way heard 
halfa minute after the first. ‘Tue dog, it was said, did not bark at strangers, 
except when out of doors. Mrs. Neuderson aiso stated that tie priscner was a 
good and kind son, both to her husband and herself. The man servant, who 
with the younger son was roused vy the reports of the gun, said that he heard 
no more afier the second report. Wien he went down stsirs, be observed that 
the deceased’s door was shut. It also appeared, that efter the murcer, while 
they were watchingin tlic house, the prisoner tock some papers from his pocket, 
and burned them. Another witness deposed that some shot taken from the 
deceased’s body were found to correspond exactly in weight with the shots taken 
from the wall, at the spot were the prisoner says he hadfired atthe burglar, The 
only inducementto the perpetration of sotoul a deed by thenccused isa reported hos- 
tility between the father and son, owing to the latter having attempted ‘o get Colo- 
nel Davenport, the landlord, to transfer the farm from the father to him, and iiscon- 
estautinterference with the manag ment of it. Wien he was taken into his father’s 
room, he was requested to explain something about the position of the body 
When he found his father fad been murdered; but be exhilited a state of ner- 
Vousuess which did not permit him to explain himself satisfactorily. The pri- 
Soner (who is thirty-four years of age) was a cartman at a corn-factor’s. 

On the day before the murder Mr. Henderson had his auoual gale of cattle, 
for which he received about £220,

A magnificent ciain constituting the Wo stern Ghauts runs alons the whole 
Malaoar sea-board fr Guzerat sowh to Ceylon, A’ large equatorial 
mass, forming the Vindeyah range on the north, and Satpootra on the 
south, bending eastward trom this, constitutes the busins of the Taptee and 
Neroudda, The Goomsoor and Rajme«hal hills, whieh hound » delta of 
the Ganges on the west, form somewhat mdepen inasses 3 and the 
range along the eastern side of the peniosula, faci res o° the Bay 
of Bengal, is, as compared to the Western Ghauts, r in structure 
and inconsiterable in elevation. 

Shelving or sloping gently from the inner sides of tie latter of ihese is 
the va-t table-land of the Deccan, resting on the tigh lauds of Malwa to the 
north, and extending eastward and southward, till terminated by the 
mountain spur which stretehes from the Nielgherries towards Midras. 
Extending itself again frein the base of the mountains to the shores on 
both sides of the peninsula, and so sweeping all round the sea eva t, is 
a low border, without distinctive name, on the eastern or Coroman:e! 
coast, and a similar border termed the Conein on the westera os Malabar 
coast. [i varies from five to fifty miles in breadth, with an averure eleva- 
tion of about twenty feet above the level of the sea, 

Under ihe western s northern portion of the shores of India, it is 
broken up into nunberless islands, the group of fourteen, of which Bow- 
bay is one, being the best known aud most beautiful, It is penetrated by 
pumberless creeks and estuaries, into whici the mountain torrents discharge 
themselves, and form majestic vivers during the rains, 

It will thus be seen that the pevinsula of Hindostan consists of three 
distinct portions: first, 1 central table land of an average elevation of 
about 1,500 feet, and a maximum of about 2,500 fect, sprinkled with 
magnificent isolated conical hills, rising 2,000 feet or 0 above the plains, 
and 4.000 above the sea; secondly, a vast circumvallation of mountains, 
spreading out into great masses on the north-west, and presenting on the 
wes. two stupendous groups; ard thirdly, the lowland, or sea-board 
betwixt the base of the mountains and the shore. 

In India we have two s!upendons river systems—the Himalayan and the 
Hindostanee—drawing their supplies froin totally different sources, and 
traversing or surrounding the finest porions of Hindostan, The Indus, 
with its five magnificent tributaries, which intersect the Punjub, and give 
it its name—and the Ganges and the Bhurrampootra, with their gigantic 
branches, derive their supplies chiefly trom the melting of the snows; and 
the more fiercely the sun shines upon the hills, ani the more insufferable 
are the heats below, the more plentiful do these great welid store-houses 
give up their liquid treasures. The whole of the Iindostance system of 
rivers, again, consisting of th» Saberniutie, the Mahye, the Nerhudda, the 
Taptee, all discharging themselves into the Gulf of Cainbay, in Western 
India, the Godavery, the Nistna, and the Cauvery, falling into the Bay of 
Bengal, originate in the westera mountains, and are fed by the rains which 
fall over these, to the extent of 100 inches on an average, during the 
months of June, July, and August. Both systems, whether fed by snow 
or rain, are in flood at the same period of the year, that being just the 
season when moisture is most required. Both draw their suppies frova 
mountains too rocky or barren to require moisture, and too steep to retain | 
it, and which send to the ocean, through tracks of the finest country in 
the world, supplies of water sufficient to transform them into one univereal 
garden, 

Torrents of rain supply at times, in a couple of days, as much water as 
London receives in a twelvemonth, The average fall for the three mouths 
which constitute the rainy season, is eighty inches, or as much as suffices 
London for three years. Livers just be‘ore fordable, rus down in a wall 
of water forty fectin height, and thus the difficulty of maintaining com- 
Mauication from point to point throughout the year becomes formidable 
indeed. Assisted by these rains, the heat of a tropical sun draws from 
earth rank vegetation with a celebrity of growth that those only who have 
seen it can believe. ‘the bamboo and many of the aloe tribes, says Dr, 
Buist, shoot up at the rate of a toot a day. Creepers as givantic in their 
proportions as magnificent in their flowers, grasp and twine round the 
trees, stretch thetse!ves across every pass and ravine, and Iiteraliy lace 
the forest into a mass, throuzh which even the elephant at times finds it 
difficult 10 force its way, ‘Lhese forests too are studced with spined plants, 
which s-ize hold of everything with which they come in contact.

years, with the title of © Tue Governor and Co..pany of Merchants of Lone 
den trading to the East Indies.’ The firs: commercial adventures of the 
Company were sinall, bat a profit of from 100 to 200 por cent. was revised 
upon the capital ciaployed, and in 1609 the charter of the Company wos 
renewed for an ind: finite period, subject to dissulation on the part of the 
Government, upo ive three vears’ noties to that effeer, The first 
tory of the Company was at Daawam, in Java, established ia 1603, 
1GL1 the Company obtamed permission from the Mocnl to es'ablish fae- 
tories at Surat, Ahmedabad, Camba an} Goga, Ta 1639 permission 
was obtained to eect a fortress at Madras; in 1652 the first tootiog was 
obtained in Berugestls and in 1663 the island of Bombay was ceded to the 
Company by Charles LL, into whose hands it had enne as pat of bis 
marriage-portion with the Princess Catherine of Portrgn. 

The functions of government were first exercised by the Company in 
1624, when authority was given to it by the King to panish its seevants 
abrond either by civil or by martial low, and this authority extended even 
to the power of taking life, Tne eap'talof the Company was successively 
aurmented, till in 1794 it amoanted to £6,000.000. By an Act, 6 Anne, 
c.17, the Company received the exclusive privilege, as regarded Kagl'si 
subjects, of trading to all places east of the Cape of Goud Llope, us far x3 
the Straits of Magalhacns; and this privilege was coutcinad by sneces- 
sive Acts of Parliament till ISl4, when the Comosny’s charter was re- 
newed for twenty years, Retaining ouly its monopoly in the importation 
of tea into this country, the Company resigned its exclusive privilege of 
trading to the East Indies, and al'owed the anrestric:ed intercourse of 
British merchants with the whole of its Indian possessions. Under these 
circumstances the Company found it impossible to enter into competition 
with private traders, wiose business was conducted with greater vigilance 
and economy than was possible on the part of a great company ; its ¢x- 
yorts of merchandise to India fell off during the ten years from £600 000 
In L8S14-1815 to £275,000 in 1823 24, and to £73,000 in the following 
year, after which all such exportation of merchandise ty Tudia on the part 
of the Company may be said to have ceased. 

The impossibility of the Company's entering into competition with pri- 
vate merchants, had a powers influence with Perliament when it was 
called upon to legislate upon the alfirs of India, and in the charter of 1833 
not oaly was the monopoly of the Cina trade and tea trade abolished, but 
the Company was restrained from carrying on any commercial operations 
upon itsown account, and was confined entirely to the territorial and politi- 
cal maoagement of the vast empire which it has brousht beneath its swav. 

The home governmen‘ of the East India Company consists of the Court of 
Proprietors, the Court of Directors, and the Board of Contro!. The Court 
of Proprietors elect the Court of Directors, declare the amount of dividend, 
and make bye-laws. The Court of Directors is composed of Proprietors, 
clected out ofthe general body. Their power is great. ‘They sppoint the 
governor-general of India aud the governors of each presidency; but as 
these appointments are all subject to the approval of the crown, they may 
be said to rest virtually with the government, ‘The directors have the ua- 
controlled power of recalling any of these governors; and in 1844 they 
exercised this power by recalling Lord Klenborough, the governor-general. 
Ail subordinate sppcintments are made by the directors, but, as a matter 
of couriesy, a certain portion of this patronage is placed at the disposal of 
the Presivent of the Board of Control, Tie Board of Control was est 
lished in August, 1784, by the act of parliament known as Mr. Pits India 
Bill, This board has the general superintendence of the territorial and 
political concerns of the Company, and the President has been described as 
“a secretary of state for the affairs of India, governing by means of the 
Court of Directors as its instrument in all matters of a political nature,”

But there are a great many shipwrecks which we conteroplate in a 
very different light, They are the works of bur glers, or blockh ade, 
or druukards—or adiniralties, Of these there is a sprinkling nil 
through the year. Sometimes it is au emigrant ship thet dashes her- 
self to pieces: the compasses, they say, are wrong; the vessel did not 
keep her conrse ; the passengers ae shamefully drowned in batches ; 
and, after alittle grumbling (emigrants being a humble elas), the 
scandal blows over, Many accidents of the ind are caused by down- 
right drunkenness, as ayy man practically avquainted with sea life 
will tell you. The Admiralty accidents, however, when they do hap- 
pen, fairly carry away the palm; and among the most conspicuous of 
these we may claes the recent loss of the Zransit. 

In the first place, the Transit did uot perish in bad weather, but 
© struck” iu a pleasant Southern sea on a perfectly calm day, Ilere, 
then, we begin with asking how the Admiralty chart came to muke 
no allowance for the reef? Only a short time before, the leademan’s 
ery had been in the words of the old nautical song, “ By the deep, 
nine!” and we cannot suppose the Captain, who was taking all pro- 
per precautiona, to have neglected bis chart. Bni the truth iv, that 
the Genius of the Admiralty had hung ronnd the Cap ain’s neck, like 
the Old Man round Sinbad’s, all his crue. The vessel had been 
sent to sea in spite of a leak; she would not answer her helm pro- 
perly ; her eails did not fit her, and were very old; she was under- 
manned. When the accident hapiened, it took two hours to lower the 
boats, a process which could be done in less than a quarter of an 
hour in any ship properly manned and dsciplined. In short, it is 
wonderful her ernise did not come to a bad end long before. As it 
is, the vessel is gone, the atores ard arms lost, aud the troops delayed; 
but it is a wonder avd a mercy that every lie was not sucrificed, and 
that at a far carlier period. 

We cannot understaud on what gronnds the Admiraliy will de’end 
itself from the disgrace with which this event covers it, Official dul- 
ness is stolid, and official ingolence pert ; but what they will do against 
the infamy now brought home to them on unexcepiionable evidence, 
we cannot even gnese, 

Oor readers know that there is not a department of the public ser- 
vice in which we have less confidence than the Admiraliy. Aud now 
we want to warn them of what they may expect fromm the Genius of 
that body towards the settlement of India. The whole sysiem is 
wrovg. It is wrong to make the secretaryship a job, and to use it 
for gagging a small jester, saucy out of place, and servile in it, and 
useless to the public at both times. It is wrong to mix up civil and 
naval power in the adininistration in a way that disgusts the navy. 
The general irresponsibility is wrong. How, for instance, are we to find 
out who was the actual flesh-and-blood man to blame for sending the 
Transit :o sca, in the state iu which she left Portsmouth ? We defy 
anybody to do it. Did the First Lord give the final order? Who 
advised him that she was fit? Did the dockyard at Portsmouth 
knowingly supply her with a bad wain-yard? Or did her captain 
accept it without examination ? You might go on asking such que:- 
tions for aweek, and if you asked them in Parliament, the chances are 
you would not get sense, truth, or civility. 

We are exceedingly glad to say that we are only responsible for 
putting such matters before the public in their true and proper 
colours, and having done so, make our bow till that (probably not re- 
mote) period when the “ Board ” shall give us another and similar 
theme.* 


THE DAY OF HUMILIATION. 

Wepnespay, * hich was set apart by Royal command for solemn fast, humilia- 
tion, and prayer, was reverently observed throughout the whole of the metropolis. 
All pubiic establisiments and places of business were closed, and the aspcet of 
the streets had somewhat more than the solemnity which usually characterises 
the Sunday.

added £200. ‘The subscriptions of the day on behalf of the Indian Fund are 
expected to yie'd an enormous aggregate.

3LACKWooD of this month is x glorious number, suitable forall tastes, ex- 
cepting those of the lover of poetry, who, if he have a proper sense of what is 
good, will find some starzas, bearing Colonel Hamley’s initials, and some 
others unsigned, of tie poorest qualty. Sir E, L. Bulwer’s “What 
will he do with it?” improves, slight!y certainly, and is still eveambered 
with much elephantine playfulness and wouid-be-mirihtul pedantry ; but 
this present instalment ri al.ogether more naturally than did the tormer 
chapters, and is Jess 1 ke the efforts of an eiderly and tolerably used-up 
centleman to write Eke a young man with fresh and novel ideas. The 
characters of the mayor of the country town and his foreman are exerilent, 
and the whole story of the play is told with tiat vivid power of de-crip- 
tion which first made the author's name. “ New Sea-Side Studies” are 
this month more intensely sc entific than ever, and are devoid of that 
pleasant descriptive introduction, {he ouly portion of the article whieh is 
appreciable by persons to shom the ways, h rbits, and auinal formatien of 
the “genera Doris, Plenr:branchia, Aplysia, Solen and Limas,” are sealed 
books. The article on “ Socicis,” mivli have been extreniely interesting 
had the writer been competent to deal with bis subject ; as it is, it merely 
cousists of extracts from well-known books and periavieals, connected by 
passages of pointless comment. The cicana of the number is of eourse 
the continuation of “ Janet’s Repentance,’ the wuthor of whieh, it he matil 
his present promise, will assurecly at once take rank among owr first 
novelists.

tible water,’ and was written by Hood. The “ Manchester Man,” who 
las now become a regular contributor to “ Fraser,” gives a very clear and 
pleasantly-written account of the Art-Treasures Exhibition.

The load is clearly too 
heavy for the poor woman, but as they cannot afford to “pur up” 
avywhere, she must bear the burden until church-tine is over; and

The former are raven- 
ous for cheap novels, whilst the latter turn away their eyes from such 
vanities, and buy religious books, Why summer visitors should read novels 
and winter visitors books of a religious character, is not very apparont, 
Perhaps the sombre hue which everything assumes in winter makes people 
serious, Or is it rather because in summer the visitors are healthy, joy- 
ous, aud gay, full ef lite and spirits; but in winter the sickly and consump- 
tive come down for shelter under the cliffs from the biting north-east 
winds? As faras we could learn from observation, the employment of the 
summer visitors is the same asit is in similar places, It may he described 
as “strenuous illencss ;” and very hard they seem to work at their eme 
ployment; indeed, it ig not a little astonishing how they get through it. 
| The gentlemen do htie all day long but bathe, and promenade, and lounge, 

and look through telescopes; whilst the ladies, after bathing, sit on the

OBJECTS WORTH NOTICE, 

In the old town of Mastings, there is hardly anything worthy of a visit. 
Tn so ancient a place you would hatirally expect at least some antiquities, 
But the melancholy tact, isthat our French neighbours opposite formerly, 
Whenever they were distressed with exnwi, or rather deticient in cash, used 
incoatinently to set sail from Boulogne, Caluis, St. Valerie, or Dieppe, 
and dispel their exud by knocking Hastings about and setting fire to it, and 
fill their pockets by robbing the substantial burghers here. It is but justice, 
however, to the men of Hastings, to say thut they most honourably prud, 
and with abundant interest, tue debts which they considered that they 
had tus incurred, and for every hard knock that they received from the 
French they gave two in return. ‘Tue result, however of all this is, that 
all antiquities have been swept away, except a mythical piece of old wall 
and two ressonably old churches, “Lhe churches are St. Clement’s and 
AI-Saints; but there is nothing specially interesting in either of them to 
detain us, excepting just to sey that in All-Saints churchyard, there is 
« tomb which is seldom, in the season, a day without a visitant or two. 
It the tomb of Mr, Mogridge, He was the well-known “Old 
Munphry ” of the ‘Tract Society, Ilis works had while he was 
living, and we believe still continue to have, an enormous sale, and his 
memory ts held in grateful remembrance by his readers. On the tower of 
St. Clement’s Church there are two cannon balls protruding from the stones 
work ; these are said to be “memorials” of an attack upon the town by 
the French and Dutch fleets in 1720; but whether they were stuck there 
by cannon, or inserted by masons, we could not learn.

TUE FISNERM 

Every one must be interested in them. Their craft is one of the oldest 

in the world. Five thousand years ago and more, it was ordained that 
men should have “dominion over the fish of the sea,” and it is probable 
that fishing began not loug a‘ter the charter was given; and it 1s, more- 
over, an honest craft, which is no small recommendation in these days. It 
is true that most fishermen used to be smngylers; but Charles Lamb said 
that a smuggler, if he was a rogue, was an honest rogue. I Lowever, be that 
as it may, there is no smuggling now, or next to none, The lowering of 
dutics, steamboats, railroads, electric telograplis, and police arrangements, 
have nearly put an cad to all contraband trade, See, here they are all 
alive, for the heer fishery is just about to begin, and all hands are busy 
in mending neis, pitching the boats, or in other ways preparing for their 
adventurous voyage. In a week or so they will be off to the northerly 
coasts, S:arborough or Whitby, for the herrings make their appearance 
‘hese first. Afterwards, as the season advanecs, they will be at Yarmouth ; 
and about the beginning of November the shoals will be found off Hastings, 
and the fishermen waiting upon them. The large boats are the herring 
and mackerel boats; the smaller go out into the bay for miscellaneous 
draughts. The large boats are about 10 tons burden, and cach boat takes, 
when it goes to the herring fishery, 76 nets, each 80. yards long, or a mile 
sud a quarter in all; the depth of the net is 11 feet 7inches. A mackerel 
boat has 120 nets, each 40 yards long, or when joined two miles and three- 
quarters. Mackerel nets are 10 feet 9 inches deep; and the nets and the 
Jacket of the fishermen, and sometimes the sails of the boats, are tarred 
with gum eatechu, Thais process preserves the material from rotting. The 
mackerel boats go westerly as far as Plymouth, and sometimes to the Land's 
End. The fishing business is managed in this wise: One edge of the nets is 
fastened toa rope; to this tape is attached corks, at intervals of about 
eighteen inches or two feet ; the nets are then stowed away in the boat, 
and it starts for the fishing ground. On arrival there, the business of 
“shooting the nets” is commenced. A barrel, wade water tight, is tied to 
the end of the rope, and cast into the sea, The boat then sails before the 
wind, and the net “pays” out, When one net is exhausted, then another 
is attached with anotlier barrel, and so on, till all are out, and the nets 
hang from the floating rope in the water, as a curtain hangs from a pole, 
There is x common notion that the nets are dragged along sweeping the 
seas as they go; but this isa mistake. They remain stationa , and the 
fish are caaght by rushing against the net, and getting entangled in the 
meshes, A. young man who has a relish for “an enterprise that has a 
stomach in it,” and a stomach for the euterprise, if he could ensure toler- 
ably fine weather, would find a night with the fishermen a not unpleasant 
adventure, especially if he have a dash of poetry in his composition. The 
fishermen of Hastings are jolly, but remarkably sober steady men, and are 
rather pleased to get a taniiaan of the right sort onboard. A writer in 
the © Hastings and St. Leonard’s News” describes an adventure of this 
sort with great gusto, and on reading his description we were almost 
tempted ourselves to have a turn; but an essential part of our corporeal 
frame, indeed the very centre of our being, mutinied at the very thought, 
and as we could not go without it, the project was given up. 

Whaulst the fishermen are shooting out their nets, the writer mentioned 
tells us that they are accustomed to cant an invocation to the Higher Powers 
to grant them success, This custom has probably come down from ve 
sne‘ent times, and the chant has been modified by the changes which have 
come over the religion of the men. There was doubtless at first deep 
sincerity in the prayer, but now we are told it is uttered as much in jest as 
in earnest. The following is given as the chant of the Hastings fisher- 
men, Which they always sing as they shoot their nets into the sea. 

“ Watch, barrel! watch, 

Mackerel for to catch, 

White may they be 

Like blossoms on the tree. 

God send us hunareds, 

One, two, and three; 

Soine by head, 

Some by tail. 

God send they never fail, 

Some by cheek, some by chin, 

God send us to plarims in. Amen.” 
The word “plarims,” means fish-room. The nets being all shot, the next 
thing is supper, and a savoury smell of fried bacon soon overpowers the 
stench of the old fish, After supper “guns are mounted,” which is the 
nautical phrase for lighting pipes; and there, with the solemn stars above 
and the deep sea below, the hardy fishermen watch until, 

“——The morn, in russet mantle clad, 

Walks o’er the dew of you high eastern hill,” 
and then the watch is broken up, and the nets are hanledin. In the mean- 
time, some messmate whiles away the hours and cheers the crew with a 
rough song, in strong harsh tones, sui'able to the bass accompaniment of 
the rollng waves, Perhaps whilst they are watchiog, the dark hull of a 
vessel Lioms into sight; and then all hands are aloft—for this ship may 
damage the nets, or even dash over the small craft, and pass on ail 
unconscious that a boat and crew have been sent to the bottom. 

Sometimes the catch of these boats is very large—ten or twelve thousand 
herrings at a dranght is not uncommon. ‘This year has up to this time 
been very good. One boat in the North is said to have netted £200 
already. But not uncommonly they toil all night long, and take nothing, 
Last season was a very bad one,

‘The most striking charac- 
teristics of the Danbeian style 
are warmth of colour and so- 
Jemni'y of expression ; and thoush 
the scene were the most unmis- 
takeable moonlight one, the Danbys 
would contrive to ivfuse an ele- 
meut of caloric thereinto, to give 
to pale Diana somewhat of the 
ruidy glow of jovial Pharbus, 
Again, as regards solemnity—there 
is surely nothing melancholy in the 
delicious /at/eau betore us; every- 
thing is re dolent o: natural beanty 
and picturesque fertility, and the 
emotions it calls forth are as surely 
more akin to the Allegro than to 
the Penseroso ; yet in every line of 
this picture, from the reposing gronp 
in tee foreground, from the mourn- 
ful maritime stone-pines nodding 
thir sententious heads in funereal 
eusters, to the shining stream, and 
heights that sigh rather than frown 
in the remote distance, it is im- 
possible to avoid the recognition of 
the grave, calm, earnest solemnity 
whieh pervades the work.

may perhaps exclude the Parthenon 
marbles in our Museum, due to 
the genius if not to the hand of 
Phidias, the sculptor of all time, 
and the most celebrated carver in 
ivory that ever lived. Ivory wis 
chosen by Phidias for his master- 
pices, the Minerva of the Par- 
thenon, which was thirty-seven feet 
high, and the Jupiter Olympiur, 
which was a sented statue forty. 
five feet high. The flesh only was 
ivory, and formed in pieces laid on 
the metal substarce of the fi rure, 
and the drapery, which was of gold, 
No doubt ivory was in those days 
more abundant, and the tusks ob- 
tained were of a larger size, as it is 
well known how rapidly the supply 
has diminished in cousequence cf 
the elephant having become e>- 
tinct throughout the whole cf 
North Atrica, along the Saharr, 
and the shoresof the Mediterannear , 
Unfortunately, but very litle mw 
mains of antique work in ivory.

The mention of Fiammingo leads us naturally to the ' 
illustration, for he was a great carver of caps, avd as usu il gave the ews 
to a host of imitators, few of whom could ay prosel him, in the force and 
freedom of his carvings. It is singular that few ivory carvings bear the 
signature of the artist; 1 ure attributed to certain kn own works rs, us 
Alyardi, Alonzo Cano, Cellini, and even Michael ngelo himseif, but we 
have rarely fuund any name on works im ivory. |“ Tue Senses,” which 
have just ‘deen mentioned, do bear the name of Fianimingo ; but other 
works, such even as the remarkable cap attributed to him belonging to he r 
Majesty the Queen, and to be seen at Manchester, a most beautiful work, 
bears no signature. : : 

In the illustrations, Nos, 11 and 5 may be'referred to as resembling the 
style of Fiamnango; but they both want his boldness and beauty. ‘Lhe 
first belongs to Lambert and Rawlings. ‘The body only is ivory and the 
figure on the cover, whicii represen's a little Baccus; it is probably 
Flemish, and is well carved. No.5 is a very pretty cup, very similar in 
style ; the property of Miss Jane Clarke. ‘They are both about ten inches 
high. There are other cups which might with some reason be ewled by 
Fiammingo, such as Mr. Goil’s, carved with silver, Guds aud Nymphs ; 
Mr. Field’s Sult-cellars, supported by boys; or Mr. Beresford iope’s 
Bonboniere ; but these could not be shown in the drawing, wiach is a 
view of the cups as they stand in the case, Most of tue cups are de- 
cidedly German or Flemish in character, and constantly we sce the figures | 
of Rubens and Snyders appearing in ivory. 

Nos. 7 and 9 exemplify this style; they belong to Mr. Goff. The stem 
and foot are of wood. The first is carved with a lion-hunt, coarsely but 
with considerable spirit ; the other is superior in style, and said to be the 
work of Antonio Leoni, of Venice. [tis carved with Silenus and Bae. 
chantes, but it is evidently not Italian ; both are about ten inches Ligh and 
five inches diameter. 

No. 10 is a finely-carved tankard belonging to Mr. Hf. C. Bediord, The 
figures form a Bacchanalian group, with the usual aceevssorits of 
the boar and hound, and baskets of fruit, ‘The silver-gilt mountings 
are also in good keeping; it is probably Flemish 

No. 6 is scarcely worthy of Mr Goff’s fine collection, The fizurcs are 
Ceres, Proserpine, &c.; the boy in the cover is metal. 

No. 3 is an Ewer, in height 18 inches, formed entirely of ivory; it is 
the property of the Hon. General Lygov. The body is carved with hoys 
as river deities supported by three mermaids, the handle is formed of a 
Satyr, and a hittle fellow climbs over the top pouriug wine out of © vase; 
the figure under the lip is, or should be, a boy riding a hippogryif; the 
foot is inscribed, somewhat ostentiously, “ F. Baldi per mare senlp. per 
terras: Anno D. presto 1633, et Persto.”—It is not well composed, aud is | 
certainly more like 1833 in date. 

No. 4 is one of the largest tankards,and the most markedly German in 
style and subject. The body und figure on the cover are alone ivory, the 
rest of the piece is of copper-gilt, and is really very clever metal work, as 
the figures are in complete relief :—the subject is the “Bauer Krieg” or 
peasant’s war; the height of itis 19 inches, ‘The surmounting figure is 
6 inches high. 

No. 1 is a tankard of far g-eater merit, though still German, and signed 
“ Berard Stravs, Goldsmid’, fect.,” but without date ; it is, however, of the 
early part of the seventeenth century, and a very noble production of its 
Kind. The body is sculptured with the Triumph of Neptune—Venus, 
Juno, Minerva, Bacchus, and a host of sea Nymphs, Trituns, and Do!l- 
phins, assisting in the ceremony. The background is formed of arciti- 
tecture in Roman style. On the left of Minerva stands a figure, evi- 
dently a German artist, with his long parted hair and peeulivt Germon | 
sculptor look, who points to a statue in the niche near hin, as much as 
to ssy “I am the sculptor,” and it is no doubt his portrait.
